Ousted Menderes — 


Flown to Island 


ANKARA (UPI)—Turkey’s new military caretaker 
government whisked ousted Premier Menderes and 
other leaders of the overthrown regime to imprisonment 
Sunday on a small island in the Marmara Sea, reliable 


sources said. 


Gen. Cemal Gursel, leader of 
Friday’s lightning military coup 
and acting premier, said the 
prisoners would be held until a 
freely elected government decides 
whether to try them. 


Menderes, former President Ce- 
lal Bayar, former Parliament 
President Refik Koraltan and 
members of the ousted Cabinet 
were hustled to the Turkish naval 
base on Yassiada Island, some 15 
miles from Istanbul, for safe- 
keeping, the sources said. 


FLOWN TO ISTANBUL 

They had been held in the An- 
kara military college following 
their arrest during the bloodless 
government take-over by Turkish 
military authorities. 


A military transport flew the 
deposed leaders from Ankara to 
Istanbul’s military airport, the 


source reported. Then, surround- 
ed by heavy guard, the prison- 
ers were driven to a waiting 
naval craft that carried them to 
their island imprisonment. 


Reliable sources here said a 
total of 70 persons had been trans- 
ferred to the island — 30 Satur- 
day and 40 Sunday. 


150 RELEASED 


The transfer followed release 
by the new government of 150 
members of Parliament who had 
been held since the coup. All of 
them belonged to Menderes’ Dem- 
ocratic Party. It was not known 
how many others remained im- 
prisoned.

Navy Finds 
Wreek But 
Not a Sub 


KEY WEST, Fla. (® — Rear 
Adm. Lloyd Mustin, commander 
of the Key West Naval Base, said 
Sunday the Navy has positively 
identified a mystery object on 
the ocean floor, 25 miles south- 
east of Key West, as a wreck. 


The submarine USS Tirante dis- 
covered the object last Monday 
and speculation followed that it 
might have been a hostile sub- 
marine lurking off the U.S. main- 
land, 


“In the interest of learning 
more about undersea phenome- 
nae, the Navy employed all poss- 
ible means available to identify 
the contact even though it was 
apparent early in the operation 
that the contact was not a sub- 
marine,” Mustin said in a pre- 
pared statement. 


“Employing underwater televi- 
sion camera equipment, the Navy 
positively identified the object as 
a wreck which appears to be 
that of a barge,” he said. ‘‘The 
wreck is lying in about 420 feet 
of water seven miles southeast 
of American Shoals in the Straits 
of Florida.” 


Capt. Sam Loomis, Key West 
Naval Base chief of staff, said 
earlier Sunday that the wreckage 
is encrusted with coral, indicat- 
ing it has been under water sev- 
eral years.

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Atlanta’s Million People, State Trends 
Point to Future of Limitless Opportunity 


It’s now confirmed that Atlanta’s 
metropolitan area has become an urban 
complex of more than a million popula- 
tion. Preliminary census estimates place 
the figure at 1,013,700 men, women and 
children—people contributing to a mag- 
nificent and dynamic community with an 
even greater future ahead. 

The total is remarkably close to esti- 
mates of the Metropolitan Population 
Study Commission which in 1955 ad- 
vised planners to revise their base pre- 
diction of one million population by 1970 
to a million by 1961. With the inclusion 
of Gwinnett County in the metropolitan 
area, the actual million was arrived at 
months earlier than that. 

In 1955 the metropolitan’ area had 
a population of 842,000. Since that time 
it has increased at a rate approximat- 
ing 35,000 persons a year. This has 
brought on vast changes, great problems 
in government, in économics and social 
adjustments. These are being attacked on 
all fronts but the job must go on into 
the foreseeable future. 

Over-all growth figures for the area in 
a decade was a whopping 39.4 per cent. 

As pointed out by the Chamber of 
Commerce’s population study group, it is 
entirely probable that the area’s growth 
rate in the next decade will be greater 
than the forecast of 1,250,000. The high 
birth rate of the 1940s and 1950s indi- 
cates an increase above predictions going 
far into the 1970s. The community must 
plan, as the committee suggests, for the 
biggest flood of marriages, the biggest 
business boom and the highest birth rate 
in the city’s history. It also must plan to 
meet the problems these will bring. 

Atlanta thus is bound to grow at an 
accelerated rate. Factors contributing to 
growth momentum are visible to all. And 
as the Chamber committee says, growth 
begets growth. There will be new mar- 
kets which will attract new industries 
and business concerns in a revolving 
circle of expansion. 

The Atlanta metropolitan area has 
room to grow, the geography demanding 
it and a people who are stable and op- 
timistic. With such a situation, wise and 
able leadership will continue to be re-

War of Nerves, Words 
Is the Dreary Certainty 


Secretary of State Herter, testifying 
before a congressional committee investi- 
gating the breakdown of the summit con- 
ference, warns the nation to expect an 
increase in tensions and sharp pressures 
from the Soviet Union in the months 
ahead. 


The inference, of course, is that Khru- 
shchev deliberately wrecked the confer- 
ence because he had decided that the 
West had no intention of accepting his 
harsh terms which would shift the power 
balance in the direction of the Soviet 
bloc. But while his motives still are ob- 
scure, the dismal outlook offers two pos- 
sibilities. 

Presuming that Khrushchev still is in 
control of the situation, then it is his de- 
cision that more can be gained by 
bullying and threats than by negotia- 
tion. This would mean a full-scale re- 
sumption of the cold war and the ever- 
present threat of a hot one. 


On the other hand, should Khrushchev 
no longer be in complete control of So- 
viet policy then the decision to resume 
the cold war assumes more formidable 
proportions. If Stalinists, prodded by the 
Red Chinese, again have the upper hand, 
the prospects for moving toward peace- 
ful coexistence are dim indeed. 


Few diplomats or analysts now believe 
that the flight of the U2 was the real 
cause of the summit blowup. Khru- 
shchev wrecked the conference as a mat- 
ter of deliberate policy but the U2 did 
give him an excuse and an opportunity 
for massive propaganda. 

The least we can expect, as Khru- 
shchev demonstrated again Saturday, is a 
fierce psychological and diplomatic of- 
fensive. Timidity andedivision in the West 
would be ruthlessly exploited. Thus far, 
fortunately, there has been no sign of 
that.

Elsewhere in Georgia the preliminary 
figures also are confirming what already 
was known. Urban and suburban areas 
are mushrooming. Several cities actu- 
ally have increased at a greater percent- 
age rate than has Atlanta as migration 
from rural areas proceeds. Only because 
such areas have been able to absorb this 
migrating population through industriali- 
zation has a heavy net loss of people been 
prevented. 


With more than 100 counties still los- 
ing population, the economic, political and 
social revolutions now in progress will 
continue in the next decade. By 1980 it 
is predicted there will be at least 45 
counties in the state with less than 5,000 
population. How will these survive as 
counties? What will be the eventual im- 
pact upon the state’s political structure? 
Will the cities begin to exert the politi- 
cal power their populations and contribu- 
tions to state government indicate? 


As the accelerated growth continues, 
the adjustment in economics, politics and 
human relationships also will be accel- 
erated. The extremes of the county unit 
system are doomed. The state cannot 
long afford from a purely monetary 
standpoint the drain of subsidizing a 
multiplicity of government units which 
inevitably are headed for consolidation. 

Can the population trends be re- 
versed or slowed down? In some in- 
stances, yes. Communities which face up 
to the reasons for their decline can apply 
remedies. But the migration from the 
farms will continue and the percentage 
of urban population will increase. 

This economic and social upheaval is 
happening in Georgia to Georgians as the 
state moves more and more into the main 
stream of the nation’s economic life. 

Directed properly, these forces of in- 
evitable change can become the fulcrum 
for a greater, more prosperous state with 
a future of unlimited opportunities for 
her people. This future, unlimited, is our 
challenge and our goal.

There Is No Security 
In the Search for It 


It’s graduation time in Georgia high 
schools, colleges and universities. It’s also 
a time when these products of our society 
—of our homes, our schools, churches and 
other institutions—are being examined 
critically and closely for their fitness to 
inherit and carry on the traditions of a 
free society. 


In her thought-provoking series pub- 
lished last week in The Constitution, staff 
writer Betsy Fancher took a look at 
today’s college student, his aspirations and 
desires. She found evidence, as many 
others have done, that the desire for se- 
curity and possessions outweighs all oth- 
ers. There is less interest in intellectual 
attainment and little inclination to ques- 
tion prevailing rules. If this be the pat- 
tern, then our society indeed is headed for 
decay. 

On the other hand, today’s college 
graduates have greater economic oppor- 
tunities than any in the past. But un- 
answered is whether they have—or are 
willing to exercise—the thinking proc- 
esses needed in today’s world of science 
and social upheaval. 


In an address to the graduating class 
of Georgia State College last week, Gov. 
Vandiver declared, “It is a vital necessity 
that we accentuate in our schools and 
colleges those programs which contribute 
to the nation’s defenses. I mean its ‘think- 
ing’ defense as well as its physical de- 
fense.”’ 


As the governor so rightly pointed 
out, in today’s world we must make the 
most of every resource we have avail-

The new editor of this old news- 
paper feels, this first day, as Grady did when he rose to speak on a 
program once following a powerful oration by Gen. John B. Gordon. 


“I follow him,” said Grady,

would follow the track of a south Georgia cyclone.” 

Jack Tarver put it as kindly as possible. Following Ralph McGill, 
he said, will be like playing right field after Babe Ruth. 

An encouragement is that the Babe is still at bat with me, as 
publisher and Page One columnist. And John Popham, who is general 
managing editor of The Chattanooga Times, summed up my feeling 
about that in a letter at the time of the appointments: ‘To be in har- 
ness with McGill, the essence, the distillation of everything all of us 
hold dear in this business—what a treat, what a job.” 

And what a challenge—to be handed the banners raised by Grady, 
McGill, the whole ghostly host of writing men who have labored here. 

Not one of them will be struck. 

Hundreds of good newspapermen, and the present sturdy staff 
of The Constitution, have given their lives and their love to this 


newspaper and its charac‘er is 


theirs. 


Under them it has spoken for and to the people, not for middle 
men who would mistrust and manipulate the people. Many of those 
men who could not swerve it have assailed it. 

Yet it has not lost voice in the face of these would-be censors 
because it has followed a rule laid down in the days of Grady and 
Howell 72 years ago, a rule the people somehow have sensed even 
if they have not read it before. The rule born in 1888 is: 

“To say that our people, having ears to hear, should not hear, 
lest hearing they believe, is to admit the truth of the adversaries’ 
position, the weakness of your own, or to cast a slur upon the intel- 


ligence of our people.”’ 


That rule will be kept. So will be the convictions that Constitu- 
tion editors from Grady to McGill have expressed and shared: an 
abiding pride in the Southland’s past but a realization we can’t live 
there; a faith in the South’s growing greatness to meet a matchless 
American destiny; a particular prayer for its full reunion with the 
family of American states, and—with regard to its distracting so- 
cial strains—a recognition that if the South is to be elevated, the 
Negro must be elevated along with it. 

Finally, out of a boyhood in the south Georgia flatwoods, where 
my heart turns and where my people are buried, I will write what- 
ever is written here of Georgia with love. 

The shadows on the wall are tall indeed. But they are comfort- 
ing, too. For the men who made them have set a true course and 


handed on the bearing. 


I once asked Ralph McGill how an editor manages to choose 
his position confidently on an issue closely divided, and how he then 


chooses the best way to write it. 


He scratched his head and pondered, then surveyed me with 
amiable understanding and gave me his magnificent rule of thumb. 

“Always, when you are perplexed,” he said, “just begin it at the 
beginning, and put down what you know is right.” 


So we begin.

Talk on Summit 


Was Ike’s Best 


WASHINGTON—lIn a neighborhood beer bar 
in suburban Maryland 20 men were present 
and two men listened — at first. 


Later on 


16 of the 20 men were listening. This correspondent had picked this 
place to hear President Eisenhower report to the country on the 
broken summit conference and on what he proposed now to do. 


Here was a place where one 
might gain some small impression 
of what one very, very small sec- 
tion of “‘the public” thought of 
the President. 

It is not, of course, clear and 
never can be clear in advance as 
to how our relationship with 
the Soviet Union and with the 
world will now develop. One 
thing that is all too clear, how- 
ever, is that the President has 
been deeply saddened by the fail- 
ure of a conference toward which, 
in the twilight of his public ife, 
he had looked so hopefully to 
crown his administration with a 
gift of peace to the people of 
this nation and of everywhere. 


Many will argue about what the 
President said—about the degree 
of candor and the degree of lead- 
ership he showed. But the view 
of one man—and of one man who 
has not been enthusiastic about 
Eisenhower—is that this was the 
best speech he ever made. Here 
was a tired and elderly man 
saying, as it seemed to me, all 
that could be properly said of the 
past and offering all that could 
be honestly promised for the fu- 
ture. 


The people scattered about the 
beer bar were first resentful 
that the juke box had been turned 
off in order to permit the Presi- 
dent to appear on the TV screen 


in the back of the room. They 
were at no point wildly elated 
that this change had been made. 
But as the speech went on they 
began to turn, one by one, to the 
image that now filled the room. 

No doubt it did not prove very 
much. It did not establish that 
the President’s policies had been 
the right policies. It certainly did 
not suggest to a watcher that this 
was a knot of Eisenhower wor- 
shipers. It did seem to this watch- 
er, however, that this man on 
the screen—however wrong he may 
have been in some aspects of his 
world leadership —had carried 
this small and unimportant room 
along with what he was trying 
to say. 

The debate about it all will go 
on and on. The winner, in terms 
of the next presidential election, 
may or may not be the Republi- 
cans. But there is one absolutely 
certain winner. This winner is a 
man named Eisenhower and this 
winner is the United States of 
America. For whatever else may 
be in doubt one thing surely can- 
not be in doubt. We have made 
mistakes as a nation and we went 
too soon and too unprepared to 
the summit. But in the last end, 
we are, in the human sense at 
least, in a much stronger posi- 
tion than we were before the 
President spoke.

British TV Solves [| 


Equal Time Issue age 


LONDON—British television offers a thor- 
oughly workable answer as to how, with a small 
change in the law, the American networks could 
provide free time for a series of appearances by the two 
dential nominees during the coming campaign. Here are the 
ingredients of how they work it out over here: 


The British political parties do 
not pay for television time. It is 
provided free by commercial tele- 
vision (the Independent Televis- 
ion Authority) and by government 
television (the British Broadcast- 
ing Co.) The same for radio ex- 
cept there is no _ independent 
radio. The B.B.C. runs it all. 

The Conservatives and Labor 
get equal time during a national, 
election campaign. The political 
television. appearances are for 
25 minutes, political radio talks, 
15 minutes. 

Unlike the inflexible law in the 
United States which compels the 
networks to give automatically 


law simply stipulates that the net- 
works must divide the time 
equitably. It does not spell out 
how much time shall be provided 
nor attempt to set out exactly 
how the lesser parties shall be 
handled. 7 

These details are left to the net- 
works and the British political

vision and one radio appear- 
ance. 

It seems to me that the British 
experience in enlisting the facil- 
ities of television and radio in na- 
tional elections offers several 
guidelines for us to consider.

Monroney, (D-Okla) is now 
seeking to correct with a bill 
which he and others have recent- 
ly introduced in Congress. The 
British never did try to impose 
the rigid requirement compelling 
them automatically to give every 
party equal time. This is the 
provision in the American law that 
has made it impossible for U.S.

The Census Bureau decides who 
gets how many representatives by 
using a complex legal-mathemat- 
ical formula called the Parkinson 
formula. 


TOTAL DIVIDED 


Roughly, it works this way. The 
total population is divided by 435. 


The quotient is the number of 
citizens each representative rep- 
resents. For instance, 180,000,000 
divided by 435 is 413,795.6. So, a 
state gets a representative for 
each 413,795.6 residents. 


Since some states have less than 
400,000 residents, but still must 
have at least one representative, 
the formula is a little complex. 


Still it usually works out that 
if you divide a state’s population 
by the apportionment quotient, 


you get the number of represent- 
atives. Assuming 180,000,000 peo- 
ple, Georgia is entitled to 9.48 
representatives—or nine. 


1962 ELECTIONS 


Georgia now has 10. If the U.S. 
population goes down enough or 
the Georgia population goes up 
enough, the 9.48 could go up 
enough so that Georgia will keep 
its 10. 


If Georgia loses a seat in Con- 
gress, it won't make any differ- 
ence until the 1962 elections. Be- 
fore that time the state Legisla- 
ture must redraw district lines 
to reduce the number of congress- 
ional districts from 10 to nine.

For B70 Program

WASHINGTON—The Air Force has resumed its ef- 
forts to win approval of a major production program for 


the supersonic, high-altitude 
the design stage. 


This airplane is envisaged as a 
2,000-mile an hour replacement for 
the B52 and would be capable of 
cruising at 70,000 feet—the cruis- 
ing altitude of the high-flying U2 
spy planes.

When the budget was prepared 
for the fiscal year 1961 beginning 
next July 1, the B70 program was 
virtually eliminated. Although a 
half-billion dollars already had 
been spent on the supersonic 
bomber, only two prototype models 
were authorized and the appropri- 
ation requested was $75,000,000. 


WHITE TAKES LEAD 


Gen. Thomas D. White, Air 
Force chief of staff, although he 
made his disappointment known, 
announced that he abided by the 
President's decision. 


Now it appears the Air Force, 
with Gen. White in the forefront, 
hase decided to push once again 
for a B70 production program. 
White is known to feel particularly 
keen on the subject because in 
the budget squeeze he had decided 
to favor the B70 over the plan to 
develop an F108 2,000-mile-an-hour 
fighter.

Vanda Pfeiffer, 32, was making 
her first free jump as a “sky 
diver."’ Sky diving is a relatively 
new sport in which men and wom- 
en dive from airplanes and soar 
sometimes for thousands of feet 
before opening their parachutes. 


Officials at this small airfield 
in Southern California said the 
attractive housewife from near- 
by Anaheim apparently “froze” 
in flight and did not pull the rip- 
cords of either of her two para- 
chutes..

Her husband, William, had 
made a jump earlier in the day,

Delegates to the 50 state con- 
ferences on aging are asked to 
consider this 59page pamphlet 
with a view to making recom- 
mendations to the national con- 
ference to be held here from Jan.

This pamphlet, prepared under 
the direction of Dr. Howard Rusk, 
director of the Institute of Phys- 
ical Medicine and Rehabilitation, 
New York University — Bellevue 
Medical Center, stated: ‘There is 
need for a change on the part of 
the public from. a negative to a 
positive attitude on chronic illness 
and disability.” 


ON SAME LEVEL 

The point was made that with 
the increase in long-term and dis- 
abling illnesses due to an aging 
population in this country, phys- 
ical medicine and rehabilitation 
for the chronically ill should be 
placed on the same level as medi-

cine and surgery for the acutely 
ill. 

“All acute general hospitals 
should have a department of phy- 


sical medicine and rehabilitation,” | 
the report said. 


“The larger ones should have 
the full scope of services with 
beds under the direction of a 
psysiatrist assisted by other re- 
habilitation personnel, such as the 
physical therapist, occupational 
therapist, rehabilitation nurse, 
vocational rehabilitation counse- 
lor, psychologist, speech therapist 
and social worker. 


HOPES BRIGHTER 


“The smaller hospitals should 
have adequate specialized per- 
sonnel to meet their rehabilita- 
tion needs.” 


Recent research has so bright- 
ened hopes in the major chronic 
and crippling diseases that it is 
no longer necessary for handi- 
capped people “to be consigned 
to the back rooms of their homes, 
to hospital wards and to nursing 
homes to await the end,” the re- 
port said. The. following examples 
were given: 

1. When stroke cases are treat- 
ed immediately through proper po- 


sitioning, much of the disability 
due to immobilization -is pre- 
vented. 


STIFF JOINTS AVOIDED 


2. When a patient with arthritis 
receives proper mobility of joints, 
stiff joints are prevented. 


3. When an amputee receives 
proper care of the stump, the fit- 
tings of a prosthesis is greatly 
facilitated. 


In all these cases, the report 
said, tare by nurses who have 
had rehabilitation training is es- 
sential.

Granted, @ 
gussets 
become easier § 
to make as 
you practice, 
and work out 
a system but 
until then... 
gads! Let me give it to you 
step by step, with a hint or two 
on my personal approach. How- 
ever, if you find your way is 
easier, then don’t change a hair 
for me... stay with it. 


It’s often necessary to add a 
gusset to a kimono sleeve if 
the sleeve is too short to permit 
the arm to be raised easily. 
This sleeve is formed when 
waist and sleeve are cut in one 
with or without a shoulder 
seam. A gusset will relieve 
strain and add comfort. It is 
usually a square with opposite 
points fitting into a slashed 
opening and to the underarm 
seam. 


ONE-PIECE GUSSET: If the 


pattern doesn’t call for a gusset 
and you wish to add one, mark 
a diagonal line for a slash about 
3%" long. Before slashing, I 
feel it is absolutely necessary 
to reinforce the points. This 
may be done with ribbon seam 
binding, the same color as the 
garment. Place binding on 
stitching line; stitch to point; 
now pivot garment on needle 
and fold over binding, placing 
the edge on opposite side of 
slash. Then take one stitch 
across point, catching edge of 
binding. Turn garment and con- 
tinue stitching (A). Now slash 
to the point and turn ribbon to 
wrong side. Turn evenly on 
stitching line and press.

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Gussets Don’t Have 


To Be a Headache 
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If you prefer, you can rein- 
force the points by making a 
small bar tack at each point. 
However, I prefer the ribbon 
method. 


For gusset, cut a 4%" square 
of matching fabric, on the 
straight grain. Pin gusset in 
place, right sides together, and 
stitch, starting from %” to 
nothing on slashed edges (‘B). 
Press seam away from gusset 


and edge stitch. 


Those of you who will have 
difficulties, try this: Take the 
4%" square and press under 
seam allowance on all four 
sides. Then place wrong side of 
gusset over slashed opening on 
right side of garment. Fit and 
pin in place (C). Slip-baste gus- 
set to slashed edges. Your gus- 
set is neatly basted in place, 
ready for stitching. Stitch over 
this basting line; press seam 
away from gusset and edge 
stitch. 


TWO-PIECE GUSSET: Mark 
at underarms as for one-piece 
gusset and apply the following 
same principle, this time work- 
ing with two pieces. After gus- 
sets are stitched, press seams 
away from gusset; edge stitch. 
Stitch underarm seam, includ- 
ing gusset sections, IN ONE 
CONTINUOUS LINE,

The Wesley 
‘Construction Co. of Atlanta has 
been awarded the contract to 
build the plant. The project is 
seheduled for completion in about 
10 months, Jones said. 


Four and one-third acres of 
mew plant and office area are 
included in the plans. To the 
north and east of the present 
plant 49,000 square feet of cooler 
space for the storage of perish- 
able foods, and 133,000 square feet 
of dry grocery warehouse space 
will be added. To the west of the 
present building a 6,000-square- 
foot office addition will be built. 


‘The new building will be of steel 
frame and concrete slab construc- 
tion and will harmonize with the 
present structure in its modern, 
functional design. 


Kraft’s present Decatur plant of 
375,000 square feet located on De- 
Kalb Industrial Way, was built 
in 1952. The addition announced 
Sunday is the second major ex- 
pansion since 1952 and there have 
been several more smaller addi- 
tions to the original building. 
When the new addition is com- 
pleted Kraft will have over 500,- 
000 square feet in plant and 
warehouse.

He said he had been previously 
convicted in Alabama and had 
risked his life in bombings but 
the tax case hit him hardest be- 
cause “I was being attacked on 
honesty.”

He said in an interview that 
his acquittal strengthened his 
faith that there can be justice in 
Dixie.

The policy decision to continue 
the flights despite the scheduled 
conference was taken weeks bé- 
fore May 1, it was explained. The 
U2 overflights, which had beeh 
going on for four years, wére 
temporarily suspended just pridér 
to, during and after Premier 
Khrushchev’s visit to the United 
States last September. 


But with the subsequent delay 
of the summit meeting and of 
President Eisenhower's scheduled 
visit to the Soviet Union, it was 
felt that the flights should be re- 
sumed, An indefinite suspension, 
it was held, would close off to 
Washington a source of major in- 
formation during a vital period.

The House bill also includes an 


anti-segregation amendment spon- 
sored by Rep. Adam Clayton Pow- 
ell Jr., Harlem Democrat. The 
universal opinion is that no bill 
containing even a trace of this 
amendment has a chance to get 
through the Senate. 


To succeed, a school bill will 
have to be shorn of the Powell 
amendment and, to be acceptable 
to the administration, will prob- 
ably have to be restricted to con- 
struction funds weighted for the 
poorer states. And the bill will 
have to get past the determined 
opposition of the Republican- 
Southern Democratic coalition that 
controls the: House rules commit- 
tee. 


Despite that formidable list of 
difficulties, proponents were con- 
fident Sunday that Congress would 
enact a school bill. One powerful 
factor on their side is the known 
desire of Senate majority leader 
Johnson (D-Tex) for such legisla- 
tion. 


The proponents also feel that 
the chairman of the House rules 
committee, wily Howard W. Smith 
of Virginia, will take care not to 
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press his obstructionism too far 
at the end of the session. 


In other years, Smith has dis- 
appeared to his farm and taken 
other steps to keep the commit- 
tee from even meeting. But this 
year, the feeling is, he might be 
risking such deep resentment in 
the House as to threaten real at- 
tacks on his power in the next 
Congress. 


The Senate is expected to ask 
for a conference on the school 
measure at the end of this week. 
Unless unanimous consent can be 
obtained in the House—a most un- 
likely prospect — the rules com- 
mittee will have to approve send- 
ing the bill to conference. 


This week also the Senate is 
expected to take up a long-stalled 
bill to remove the non-Communist 
affidavit provision from the De- 
fense Education Act. 


Under this provision a scholar- 
ship recipient, in addition to tak- 
ing an oath to support the con- 
stitution, must swear he is not 
a member of Communist or Com- 
munist-front groups.

Eggheads Deserve 
More Elegant Name 


Re your column of May 18 in 


which you referred to the egg- 
head and his supposed lamen- 
tations over the scarcity of in- 
tellectually lucrative programs 
on television: May a teen-ager 
jump on the figurative soapbox 
and make a suggestion con- 
cerning the word ‘egghead,’ 
which you apply to those peo- 
ple wha desire to have the 
quality of ‘this media elevated 
as they are definitely dissatis- 
fied with the banal presenta- 
tions with which they are being 
perpetually deluged? 

My suggestion is: Why don’t 
you find, or coin, a different 
word to describe them, as egg- 
head just does not apply if de- 
fined in the usual sense ‘i.e. if 
used as synonymous with an 
intellectual apex). If the. were 
to qualify for this classifica- 
tion there would be little, if 
any, complaining on their part. 
(This would instigate another 
problem, because if there were 
no complaints, we would begin 
to hear ululations from you 
editors deploring the fact that 


the viewers are complacent 
and ignorant.) 
Furthermore, I doubt that 


you will ever hear the egg- 
head disparage the daily news- 
paper or the low station of the 
weekly news or picture maga- 
zines, simply because if he 
reads them at all, he only se- 
lects that part which will be of 
greatest benefit and ignores the 
remainder. He is well aware 
that such publications are de- 
signed for quantity appeal and 
not quality achievement. This 
same supposition is accurate 
regarding TV. Even though the 
very highest standards are em- 
ployed, qualitatively speaking, 


the program is still aimed at 
an audience numbering in the 
millions; and the egghead is 
uninterested since he _ infers 
that any program which would 
interest or entertain ten million 
people would, for obvious rea- 
sons, contain little of substance 
for himself. He, therefore, real- 
izes that when he is dissatis- 
fied with any single medium, 
he can easily alleviate this dis- 
pleasure by looking elsewhere. 
Moreover, this misnamed 
collection is further vital be- 
cause as they continue to strive
